my entire place, I cannot tell you 
how the seed get so well seatter- 
ed but they are everywhere, There 
are thousands of young cedars 
coming on and if I can only keep 
them safe from the fire my re- 
ward will be great. This thing 
has taught me a lesson and I ex- 
pect to profit by it in the future, 
We should always leave seed when 
we are cutting trees or killing 
wild game. If we will leave seed 
and protect that seed there will 
be an abundance of everything for 
us. Our great trouble is we do 
not leave the seed trees and if 
some one man Woes leave seed 
trees the rest of us will burn him 
out if we only have half a chance. 
1 have also found that we must 
leave more than one tree, There 
seem to be male and female trees 
and unless we leave one of each 
there will not be any seed. T left 
a few cedar trees several years 
ago and I'm now rejoicing at my 
return. This grove will be a source 
of pleasure to me as long as I 
live and in the end it will also be 
profitable to me or my children.

I wish 
that every mother in this section 
could see this tree as Sallie has 
bought all the trimmings with the 
profit from her Chinchilla rabbits. 
Sallie has a nice hutch of rabbits 
and she has made a nice profit on 
them. She puts all her rabbit 
money into a Christmas trees and 
in things for the neighbors, I do 
not know how much money Sallie 
has but I’m guessing that it is a 
pretty nice sum as she is already 
buying the presents, Sallie is buy- 
ing some few articles which I 
know is costing her several dol- 
lars, However, it is all rabbit 
profit and is Sallie's business, so 
I'm not asking too many questions 
about it. The point I'm trying to 
make is that every wife in this 
section could do the same thing if 
she really wanted to. Sallie has 
many things to look after and you 
could at least do as well as she 
does with rabbits. Well, Sallie 
has a way of her own about this 
Christmas business. She does not 
join in with any organization but 
she runs her own Christmas busi- 
ness. In the first place, she does 
not give presents to those who do 
not need them, She does not 
Swap or exchange presents with 
relatives, neighbors or friends. 
When she makes a gift it is strict- 
ly on @ basis of need. She places 
all her gifts on the tree with 
lames arranged as she wishes 
them and she sends out a written 
invitation to those who are to re- 
ceive gifts. Every gift is a com- 
mon sense gift and must fill a 
reed, She makes a private inves- 
tigation as to what each needy 
neighbor should have or what the 
greatest need is and she tries to 
fill that need. She never gives 
candy or articles of amusement. 
Every gift must be useful and 
badly needed or she will not buy 
it. No one is included for policy- 
sake or for political reasons. 
Neither race or color enters into 
the case if Sallie believes they are 
in need. When the invitations go 
out they all come in as invited. 
It would be mighty hard to keep 
an invited guest away from Sal- 
lie’s Christmas tree.

More than 55 per cent of all 
tuberculosis cases reported in 1937 
to the Bureau of Preventable Dis- 
eases were among those between 
20 and 44 years of age, the period 
known as “the prime of life,” the 
State Department of Health, Mont- 
gomery, announces, 

“Although the age group be- 
tween 20 and 44 includes only 
about 85 per cent of the State's 
total populaton, 1,685 of the total 
of 3,021 cases of tuberculosis en- 
tered on the State Health Depart- 
ment records between January 1 
and December 31 occurred among 
those in that age group,” said Dr. 
J. N. Baker, State Health Officer, 
in commenting upon this phase of 
the tuberculosis problem, 

“This emphasizes one of the 
greatest tragedies of the disease, 
which ranks in sixth place in Ala- 
bama as a cause of death. Where-

GOD'S GREAT LOVE 


LESSON TEXT—Matthew 2:1-12, 
GOLDEN TEXT—God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever belleveth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
Iife.—John 3:16. 


Christmas Day on Sunday—what 
an appropriate combination! Today 
we commemorate the birth of our 
Lord, the coming of our Redeemer 
to dwell among men on the day of 
the week which is a perpetual re- 
membrance of His resurrection 
from the dead—the Lord's Day, He 
came as the babe of Bethlehem's 
manger in order that He might in 
His death and resurrection from the 
grave prove His victory over sin 
and death, For those who know 
and love the true spirit of Christ- 
mas, this should be a great day of 
rejoicing in Christ. 

We have an unusual opportunity 
to study the birth of Jesus from a 
text not commonly used for Christ- 
mas, namely, the coming of the 
Wise Men from the East to find and 
to worship Him. It is suggested 
that their experiences may be con- 
sidered as showing the way to 
Jesus, who {s the perfect revelation 
of God's great love. We should 

I, Look for His Sign (vv. 1-3). 

While most of their fellow men 
saw nothing but an unusually bright 
star (if they even noted that much, 
in their hurried devotion to the in- 
terests of everyday life), the men 
of the East showed that they were 
wise by recognizing that here was 
the promised sign of Numbers 24:17. 
Be sure to read that great prophecy. 
When they told Herod, he, fearing 
lest his own power and prominence 
should be challenged, became 
troubled in his heart. 

The parallel to our day is striking. 
Everywhere in our lives, personal 
and national, are the unmistakable 
signs of the presence and power of 
Jesus. Most people heed them not 
in their mad pursuit of gold and 
pleasure. Others hate His name, 
and would destroy His influence on 
earth. Let us be among the wise 
men who come today to seek and 
worship Him. 

Il. Listen to God’s Word (vv. 4-6). 

The Wise Men knew that He was 
to come, but they needed further 
light. They knew where to find it— 
in God’s own Word. How different 
would be the history that is in the 
making in our day if instead of turn- 
ing to the philosophies of men, or 
trusting in the might of armaments, 
we would turn to God’s Word and 
let it lead us all to Christ, the 
Saviour of the world, the Prince of 
Peace. 

MI. Seek the Saviour (vv. 7-9). 

Different motives moved in the 
hearts of those who consulted the 
Scriptures on that far-off day in 
Jerusalem. Herod, while hypocrit- 
ically professing to want to worship, 
really was looking into it so that he 
might kill Jesus. There are hypo- 
crites who study God’s Word in our 
day for the same purpose while os- 
tensibly worshiping. The people of 
Jerusalem had the curious bystand- 
er’s interest in an unusual event. 
They have their counterpart in our 
churches and communities on this 
Christmas Day of 1938. Then there 
were the chief priests and scribes, 
who had a purely professional in- 
terest in finding what the Scriptures 
taught concerning this promised 
One. There are plenty of that kind 
of religious workers today. 

None of these actually sought the 
Saviour except the Wise Men. Thank 
God for the thousands of men, wom- 
en, and children who will today seek 
the Christ who is the very reason 
for the observance of Christmas, 
but who has been all but lost in the 
nonsense and commercialism that 
have practically ruined Christmas 
as a sacred “holy day.” 

IV. Worship Him (vv. 10-12). 

These faithful seekers found Him, 
and in Him they found joy (v. 10), 
worship (vy. 11), opportunity for sac- 
rifice of self and gifts (v. 11), and 
fellowship with God in the great 
work of redemption (v. 12). God 
spoke to them, gave them a person- 
al and secret commission which 
thwarted the wicked plans of Herod. 

Christmas may mean al! of that 
to each one of us if we let the Lord 
Jesus come into our lives in all the 
beauty of His redeeming love and 
holiness. To you who read these 
lines just now, the writer makes 
this plea in the name of Christ—let 
Him have your life and transform it 
by His grace and for His glory. 
Only thus can you have a joyful and 
blessed Christmas.

Instantly Killed Last 


Monroe Jacobs, prominent farm- 
er of the Zion Chapel community 
on the Troy highway, is being 
held in the county jail at Elba 
on a murder charge in connection 
with the fatal shooting of Pete 
Jackson, 31-year-old Cotton Mill 
community farmer, late Thursday 
night, December 22nd, ‘The shoot- 
ing occurred in Eugene Brown's 
store across the highway from the 
new Zion Chapel community build- 
ing.

POINTERS ON HOTBEDS ARE 
GIVEN BY GARDEN EXPERT 

Now is the time to get the hot- 
beds in¢readiness for the sowing 
of seeds in-January, advises W. A. 
Ruffin, home garden specialist of 
the Alabama Extension Service, 
Auburn, This will allow them to 
heat for two or three weeks be- 
fore planting time arrives. 

If the hotbed has been previous- 
ly built, all of the old soil should 
be removed and fresh manure and 
soil added, Ruffin says. If a hot- 
bed has to be constructed, the 
home gardener may procure in- 
structions on hotbeds and cold 
frame construction from the farm 
or home demonstration agent, 

Southern or southeastern expo- 
sures are better for the location of 
the hotbeds. It is well, if pos- 
sible, to have the bed so located 
that a fence or building serves as 
#@ windbreak on the northern side. 
It is also an absolute essential 
that the bed be placed in a well- 
drained spot, for if water is al- 
lowed to collect in the pit, the 
manure will not generate the nec- 
essary heat. 

The standard hotbed sash is six 
feet by three feet, and this pro- 
vides enough spaee for starting 
plants for the average home gar- 
den, Hotbed sashes may be pur- 
chased ready for use, but if any 
old window sashes are available, 
they may be used to good advan- 
tage by varying the size of the 
bed to fit their dimensions, ac- 
cording to Mr. Ruffin.

He already has asked the coun- 
cil, which was organized by his 
predecessor, Daniel C, Roper, to 
continue, The council is compos- 
ed of 40 business men, serving 
without pay. They advise the 
commerce secretary on govern- 
ment-business relations. 

The present head of this group 
is W, Averell Harriman, chairman 
of the board of the Union Pacific 
Railroad, Hopkins has announced 
that he intends to confer soon with 
Harriman. f 

While the purpose of this con- 
ference was not announced, there 
has been speculation in business 
and government circles that it 
concerned the proposed reemploy- 
ment campaign.

While the plan was worked out 
by the Civil Aeronautics Authori- 
ty, much of its administration was 
given over to the National Youth 
Administration. The funds of the 
latter will be used to finance it. 

An experimental application of 
the program, costing not over 
$100,000, was planned for the last 
semester of the present academic 
year. From the colleges and uni- 
versities now giving courses of in- 
struction in aviation 12 or less are 
to be chosen and 300 students 
trained in them. 

The authority said that among 
the schools chosen for the experi- 
ment were Purdue University, the 
University of Alabama, the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, the Univer- 
sity of Washington, Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, Texas A. 
and M. College and the Georgia 
School of Technology. Others are 
to be announced later, 

If the plan works experimental- 
ly, it is to be extended to several 
hundred schools and colleges in 
the 1989-1940 scholastic year, in- 
structions being given to the full 
number of 20,000 pilots at a cost 
estimated at $9,800,000, 

Fifty hours of dual instruction 
and solo flying were said to be 
“sufficient to qualify candidates 
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for the private pilot's certificate” 
of the authority. 

“By limiting flight training to 
college students of 18 to 25 and 
requiring them to meet the pres- 
ent physical standards for the 
commercial pilot's certificate, the 
Civil Aeronauties Authority pro- 
gram will insure that a high per- 
centage of the men thus trained 
| will be able to meet both the phy- 
sical and educational standards of 
lthe military flying services,” the 
nuthority said, 

“Thus, it will create a valuable ae 
source of supply for these services , 
both for peace-time training and ips 
in time of national emergency.” Ny

T. O. HARRIS, Secy-Treas, 
EXPERT SAYS PLAN NOW 

FOR PLANTING OF KUDZU 

Alabama farmers who plan to 
start kudzu on their farms, either ... 
as an erosion control crop on poor 
land or 4s a grazing crop on fair- 
ly good land, should get the crowns 
planted during the winter while 
they are dormant, advises J. C, 
Lowery, extension agronomiast. 

Mr. Lowery says that kudzu 
may be started by setting two- 
year or older crowns. For hay 
purposes the crowns may be pur- { 
chased for setting the . desired a4 
acreage. This method, says Mr. 3 
Lowery, is most expensive but a 
larger acreage of¢ kudzu can be 
brought into production much 
more suickly than by other meth- / 
ods, A supply of hay two or three 
years earlier may easily justify 
the heavier expenditure for crowns, 

The least expensive way to get 
Started with kudzu, though slow- be, 
er, is to obtain crowns, set a small 
area, and cultivate carefully. In 
this way vines can be set out and 
in two or three years a supply 
}of crowns will be available for 
setting a larger acreage. , 

Level land for mowing and well 
pulverized soil are best for kudzu. 

, Applications of basic slag will also 
pay big dividends in extra growth. 
Crowns should be set in the ground 
before growth starts in the spring. 

County agents will be glad to 
assist farmers in getting crowns 
and advising them in detail as to ¢ 
how to properly begin with this 
crop that is growing in popularity 
as a hay and erosion control crop.
